Certain Hungarian Communists had 


made the charges against Bela Kun 
and the executive committee had ap- 
pointed Bela Kun and the executive 
committee had appointed a subcom- 
mittee in January, 1922, to investigate. 
All documents and -witnesses available 
were given consideration.

mittee, Lunacharski, reporting, found 
"that the charges of political irrespon- 
sibility and even of political treachery 
were entirely false and 
untenable.

much as he is virtually in complete 
control of the legislature there is lit- 
tle doubt that his opposition f spells 
defeat for the bill. 
Thus he will be 


able to go before organized labor—for 
Miller is ambitious—and take credit 
for the measure's defeat; and he also. 


.-Inputs himself In the position of taking 
' the wind out of the sails of the ma- 


chine which controls the New York 
State Federation of Labor, which is 
practically under the control of Tam- 
many. 


"One of the fundamental objections 


to the bills." said the governor, "as 
the matter appears to me, is that they 
undertake to set up a judicial machin- 
ery to adjudicate on questions which 
I do not think are subjects of adjudi- 
cation; for example, the question of 
wages. That is a matter of contract. 


"What the state can properly do, it 


seems to me. in the way of helping in 
the settlement of industrial disputes, 
is along the line of endeavoring 
to 


secure fair dealing to prevent abuses; 
to, as for as It can set up machinery 
for mediation and arbitration, and L 
think that perhaps the greatest thing 


it can do is to secure exact informa- 
tion of the facts involved in these 
disputes, so that the public may know 
what the facts are."

HEN Bryan ran for thc presidency the second time, in 1900, 


he made the issue Imperialism. He was defeated on the 


JWJUP of hi* own choice because the United States had only the 
shadow and not the substance ol" imperialism at that time. 


\t the beginning of this century wc wc.rc sti11 isolatcd an<J 
the influence of the founders of the Republic was still a potent 
factor in our politics. 
True, we were in Cuba and the Philip- 


pines as a result of the war, but then everybody thot we would 
soon be out. so they discredited Bryan and his self-made issue. 


But unconsciously, like England of a century and a half 


ago we are rapidly drifting into an imperial policy, if we are 
not already committed to it. In thc current number of The Na- 
tion, under the caption, "Shall They Die For Wall Street, this 
issue of more than twenty years ago is treated as it exists today 
for America. Says The Nation:

The Guaranty Trust Company of New York, which is now i 


closely associated with the House of Morgan, recently negoti- 
ated a loan to Peru. It was a forty-year 8 per cent loan, some j 
$15.000.000 to be made available at once and the total ulti-' 
mately to reach $50,000,000. As a guaranty the Peruvian Gov- 
ernment put its customs revenues and administration in the, 
hands of an American financial adviser for forty years. Sal-, 
vador readjusted her foreign debt; American bankers make a 1 
$5,000,000 loan which is to be a first chai'ge secured on the> 
gross customs revenue. The Nicaraguan customs are already \ 
administered by Americans, with the occasional aid of Ameri-J 
can marines. Ecuador, Bolivia, Guatemala are also on the| 
market for loans. 
j 


This is all very well—and perfectly legitimate business on i 


the surface; if South and Central American governments want' 
to give foreign banks a sort of receivership over their finances' 
that is their affair; they have the right to do it and the banks 
have the right to drive the best bargains they can drive. These . 
loans concern the general public only because more may be im-' 
plied than is expressed in them. Does the fact that a Wall j 
Street banker lends some millions of dollars to a Latin-Ameri-l 
can country, and that the Latin-American country instals an' 
American as "Financial Adviser" or as "Receiver of Customs," 
imply that if internal revolution or political shifts in that re-1 
public imperil the loan American soldiers shall be sent there to 
"maintain order," or maintain in power the political party that 
negotiated the loan, or otherwise insure payment and collec-1 
tion of the loan? 
i 


There need be no such implication and the Latin-Ameri- 


can countries wish no such result. But the history of the lasti 
decades in the Caribbean indicates its probability. We took 
over control of Dominican finances in 1907, and less than a de- 
cade later our troops conquered Santo Domingo. Our "Legation 
guard" in Nicaragua has more than once been used to decide 
internal battles in Nicaragua. In Haiti our troops maintain a 
puppet government of their own, and the $14,000,000 loan 
which our State Department and bankers are attempting to im- 
pose upon Haiti is accompanied by provisions insuring con- 
tinuance of American military control for the forty-year term 
of the loan. Especially since the European war gave the United 
States a free hand in this hemisphere, and since the stringency 
of the European financial market gave pur bankers a near- 
monopoly of the money-lending business in Latin-America, the 
tendency has been to put the State Department and the Marine 
Corps at the service of tho bankers. 


It is this tendency which makes the Peruvian loan a mat- 


ter of grave concern and gives our course in Haiti and Santo 
Domingo enormous significance. It cost only a few score Ameri- 
can lives and a few million dollars to subjugate these little 
countries for the bankers; but the financial imperialism which 
is spreading like a great shadow over the whole Caribbean and 
beyond—Peru is well down the West Coast and is the third 
largest country in South America—seems destined to be thc 
fore-runner of military intervention thruout Latin-America. The 
American people must now decide whether they desire Ameri- 
can boys to fight and die in a cloven countries for the defense of 
Wall Street loans—or it will be decided for them. 


We are not yet irrevocably committeed to the policy that 


the marines follow the bankers. 
We fell into it half-uncon- 


sciously when larger issues were monopolizing our attention;: 
it was easy to follow the beaten trail of imperial nations.

consciously England built up her empire; so unconsciously we 
are laying the foundations of ours. Our traditional policy isi 
other and better. Elihu Root, then Secretary of State, instruct- 
ed the American delegates to the Pan-American Conference in •
